stables arc those of the Earl of Derby, at 
Knowsloy, near Liverpool. -They consist of a 
quadrangle two hundred fei!t square, including 
a paved yaid; in llif centre a covered place for 
washing carriages, and beyond this A ciiclein 
straw, aloo under corer, for exercising hordes in 
bad weather. 


l.OJtlt DEltJJV'S KSTABLISIIUBNT. 


The Earl's stables consists of a series of rooma 


from llftcen to twenty feet tqamrc on two oldca 
of the qtmdraogk*, and roonnt Ilftcuu by fifty or 
seventy feet on the third side. The fourth bide, 
likewise divided iu anartmcuti, is appropriated 
for carriage. 


The stables and rooms at Knowslcy arc pan- 


nckd in dressed oak about fix feet high, the 
wall» and ceiling* being bard flnlKhrd and paint- 
ed some light neutral tint; the tloom stone, pipe- 
clayed da'ly, a single pliitc-^lastj lantern, with 
gas. being in the centre of each. The room-, 15 
by 30 feet square.1 «H-h conulim one pair of car- 
riage hones, the room being sometimes (gener- 
ally) divided Into two loose boxes. There were 
14 pair of these, all dark brown, about !.r> handa 
three Inches high, Except' two pairs of slate col- 
ored horses, and 10>jJ high, with tlieir inmea 
flaunted over their heads, all beginning with L) 
—such as DoncoHtcr, Diomed, Damon, Dancer, 
Donureill, Dust, Doom, etc., etc. These were all 
in superb condition when we saw them, no lir ns 
flesh and hiKire. of voatH were concerned, but 
with many of them the legs were bandaged, the 
animals- having conic down from town the day 
before "considerably knocked up," the groom 
naid, by the hard work| of the Jx»ndon-aeafcon.— 
Although the day was warm they were all hood- 
ed And double blanketed, the under blanket and 
hood being scarlet, and the other (halt* whip- 
blanket) Ix-lnj, white cloth, with the earl's coro- 
net and crest worked in ncarict and bluu in the 
corner. The single hones, hftcka, riding horteji, 
etc., were in uttbfea conlaiDing eitch 12 BtalK, vlx 
and one-half feet wide. 
Day and night the 


homes are kept well bedded with fresh, hiigut 
straw. 


Kverytlilnjf Is, of course, in tlie finest poHnlble 


order, there bcinjj a groom nnd helper allowed 
to four horscff; and luaw one of tlicte hcljicrs, 
who had nothing else to do, polialilnr the. tim's 
of a pitchfork, and hifialng M English uronms 
always do while dresninj^/a f:or««. There aic 
thirty-live grooms and *ix coachmen at Known- 
ley; thirty-live men and five women In the gar- 
duns; twenty-fly* lodge* and gate* in Uiepaik, 
and flfty other coiingei for gardncrs, game-keep- 
er«, forcsterii, etc. There are about sixty horsi-fl 
here: the carriage hones cottlng from £300 to 
.C9004paJr.
